Applicant argues that Kosaka et al contains no teaching or suggestion of counting 
syllables within each word of a text segment. The Examiner disagrees and argues that Kosaka et 
al discloses determining a number of morae representing a syllable count in the sentence or word 
at col. 8, Unes 42-45. The Examiner argues that if the number of morae represent^ a syllable 
count i^^ determined for a sentence, and the sentence is comprised of words, then the syllables of 
each word of a text segment is counted. 
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
